for a Grant of One Hundred Twenty-Five Thousand and No/100 Dollars 
($125,000.00), which will be utilized to benefit approximately 
Two Hundred (200) low and moderate income residences by way 
of providing to them certain weatherization improvements and 
for weatherization kits. Furthermore, those individuals required 
to execute documents to participate in the Program and apply 


for the Grant, are hereby so empowered and authorized to execute 


such documentation, as may be required by the State of Indiana,

DEPARTMENT REQUESTING ORDINANCE Community Development & Planning 

SYNOPSIS OF ORDINANCE The City of Fort Wayne's Division of Community Development 
and Planning is applying for the State of Indiana, Department of Commerce Division 
of Energy Policy's Big City Residential Energy Management Program fund of $125,000. 
The purpose of the grant is to provide funds for the installation of up to $400 
worth of contracted weatherization measures on approximately 200 low and moderate 
income residences, and to provide one-on-one energy education for the weatherization 
recipients. The project will also provide 2,000 do-it-yourself weatherization kits 
for homeowners who do not receive contracted weatherization improvements. The 


project will include an Energy Management Plan. 


EFFECT OF PASSAGE__200 low-moderate income residences will receive up to $400 in 
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contracted weatherization improvements and energy education, and 2,000 residences will 
receive do-it-yourself weatherization kits to instal themselves; both programs 
will make the homes more energy efficient. 

EFFECT OF NON-PASSAGE 200 low-moderate income residences will not receive 


weatherization measures or energy education and 2,000 low-moderate income residences 
will not receive the do-it-yourself weatherization kits. These tesidences, would 
continue to lack energy efficient measures.
